The indica- 
tione of all natore are that at this seeeun we 
should sleep up, rest up, and bo ready for 
summer gayetier. But m modern dayr, be- 
tween bright lybte, gay colurs, lectures, cvn- 
certe, and parties of varying brilliavcy, the 
brain and optic nerve arc over +timulsted, 
and summer finds too many of our young 
ladies, whether ia ecbool, or io social life, ta 
need of summer restoratives, such as the 
sa-side, the mountains, and mineral springs 
afford. Stadeots do not get es much sicep 
as their hours ia bed seem to isoicate. If 
they bave siucied closely and to advantayo 
im the evening, it takes rome time to arsmat 
the mental action, to cool off bead-wine, so 
to speak, Intellectual activity makes them 
divlike to reti:e at night, avo brain werari- 
nese makes them dread to rive io the morn- 
ing, ard = upfeeliog wretched and as 
if they never en! never could learn any- 
thing. Hence, while they wight retire be- 
fore the required time, — Go 1 ot want to, 
and would pot get any sleep if they did, 
while the scbool wosld in which they are so 
much interested is all astir, Woen once 
asleep, they go on until a late hour if vot 
called by duty, as is shown by the maoy who 
tleep over the breakfast bour, and go with- 
out that meal if not obliged to rise at an 
early bour for moreiog prayers. Instead of 
giving @ general permi-rsion to retire early 
and requiring sll to rise ealy, we would

Any ose who is not 
convinced by such facts an these, and by 
what be may observe with his owa dogs, 
that avimale can reason, wou'd not be con- 
vince1 by anything thati could add. Never- 
theless | will give one case with respect to 
dogs, as it reste on two distinot observers, 
aud ean hardly depend oa the modification 
of any instinct. Mr. Co qaboun wiaged two 
ducks, which fell on the opposite side of a 
stream ; hie retriever tried to briag over both 
at once, but could mot succeed; she then, 
though never befure known jo ruffle a fea- 
ther, deliberately killed one, broaght over 
the otber, and returneu for the dead bird.

vere crunch, and afterward brought away 
both together. This was the ouly known in- 
stance uf her ever having wilfully injured 
any game." Here we bave reason, though 
not quite perfect, for the retriever migut 
have brought the wounded bird first, and 
then returoei for the dead one, a: in the 
case of the two wild ducks. The muleteers
